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ABSTRACT 

As the second part of the report of the Programme 
Commission II, a summary of recommendations on pl^ns for natural 
sciences and their applications is presented in this document. 
Resolutions and budgetary appropriations are two major concerns ^n 
the document. The topics are related to the 1973-74 draft program and 
budget, the 1973-78 draft medium-term outline, and the international 
instrument on the status of scientific research workers. Included are 
two copies, respectively, of the statutes of the Steering Committee 
of the World Science Information System (UNISIST) and of the Board 
for the International Geological Correlation Prggramrae. (CC)

Convinced that without a viable scientific and technological development 
these countries cannot make any worth while and lasting economic progress,

Taking into account that science itself cannot be blamed for the loss of 
prestige implicit In the Director-General's logical and rational analysis 
referred to in the foregoing considerandum, since such charges arise from 
concrete situations endin^ed by a portion of mankind throu^ the anti- 
scientific application of advanced technologies. 

Aware of the need to take intelligent action to raise the prestige of 
science and keep it within ethical limits capable of restoring mankind's 
confidence in it. 

Draws attention to the xmdeslrabllity of the misuse of science by sooiety 
and Invites the Dlrector^General to examine any aotlons which may be taken 
to prevent such misuse and to report on the results of his examination to 
the General Conference at its eighteenth session.

/^overn/Tjental and nan-govemfnental or/?;aiii:^a tions; 

3. Establiahes i UNlSIS'l' Steering Committee, in accordance with the 

Statutes annexed lo the present resolution, for guiding and super- 
vising the plannJLng aiil execution of the Programirie ; 

Selects^ in accordance with Article II of the Statutes, the follow- 
ing Member States to be members of the Steerin^r Committee in 19715- 
1974: 



5. Authorizes the Director-General to establish an advisory committee 
to advise him on th-^ planning and execution of the Programme, with 
particular reference to progress made and the Programme's ability 
to meet the needs of the world's communities of scientists, en- 
gineers and technologists; 

6. Authorizes the Dlrectoiv General, In the framework of the UNISIST 
Programme :

STAGES OP THE UNISIST STEERING C mVTEE 



ARTICLE 1 

1. A Ul^SIST Steering Committee, hereafter called the Steering Committee, 
is hereby established within the United Nations Educational, Scienti- 
fic and Cultural Organization. 

ARTICLE 2 

1, The Steering Committee shall be composed of eighteen Member States of 
the Uhited Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization, 
elected for two years by the General Conference at each of Its or- 
dinary sessions, taking due account of equitable geographical distri- 
bution, of the need to ensure appropriate rotation, of the represen- 
tativeness of the States from the scientific and technical viewpoint 
in the various continents and of the Irportance of their contribution 
to the UNISIST Programme. 

2, Members of the Steering Committee shall be immediately eligible for 
re-election. 

3. The Steering Committee may make recommendations concerning its own 
membership to the General Conference. 

4. The persons appointed by Member States as their representatives on the 
Steering Committee shall preferably be experts in the field covered by 
the UNISIST Programme and chosen frem among those persons who are 
playing a major part In the implementation of the activities related 
to the Programme in the said Member States. 

ARTICLE 3 

1. The Steering Committee shall normally meet In plenary session once 
every two years. Extraordinary sessions may be convened vinder condi- 
tions specified in the Rules of Procedure. 

2. Each member on the Steering Committee shall have one vote, but it may 
send as many experts or advisers as it deems necessary to sessions of 
the Steering Committee. 

3. The Steering Committee shall adopt its own Rules of Precedure. 
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ARTICLE 4 

1. The Steering Committee shall be responsible for guiding and super- 
vising the planning and the implementation of the UNISLST Programme; 
for studying proposals oonoeming developments and modifications of 
tWs Programme; for assessing priorities among the various projects 
of the Programme and, when neoessary, making recommendations to the 
Generel Conference on the revision of these priorities within the 
framework of the Medium- Term Outline Plan of aotion approved by the 
General Conferonoe; for reviewing the results achieved and defining 
the basic areas requiring international co-operation; for assisting 
in the co-ordination or international oo-operation of Member States 
in the fi>amewoi^i of the Programme, and for making re'jommendatlons on 
the i\iture UNISIST Programme and budget to be presented to the Gen- 
eral Conference, 

2, In cariTring out its functions, the Steei*ing Committee shall, whenever 
necessary, attempt to take into accovint other international programmes 
in scientific and technical information* 

ARTICLE 5 

1. TBie Steering Com.nittee may set up ad hoc committees for the study of 
specific problems related to its activities, as described in paragraph 
1 of Article 4^ Membership of such ad hoc committees shall also be 
open to Member States of Unesco which are not represented in the 
Steering Committee • 

2, The Steering Committee may delegate to any such ad hoc committee the 
powerft that it may need in regard to the programme for which it has 
been set up, 

ARTICLE 6 

1, At the beginning of its first session, the Steering Coninittee shall 
elect a chniiman and three vice-chairmen; these shall fonn the Steer- 
ing Committee ' s Bureau ♦ 

2. The Borei u shall discharge such duties as the Steering Committee may 
lay upon it. 

3, Meetings or the Bireau may be convened in between meetings of the 
Steering Coninittee at the request of the Committee itself, of the 
I>irec tor- General of Tftiesco or of any one member of the said Bureau. 

4. Hie Steering Coinuittee shall elect a new Bureau whenever its own 
membership is changed by the General Conference In accordance with 
Article 2 above. 
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ARTTCIE 7 

1. Member States and Associate Members of Uhesoo whloii are iiot members 
of the Steering Cormittee may attend meetings of the Committee and of 
its ad hoc committees as observers. 

2. Representatives of the Uhited Nations and other organizations of the 
United Nations system may take part, without the right to vote, in 
all meetings of the Steering Committee and of its ad hoc committees. 

3. The chairman of any advisory committee established by the Director- 
General for the UNISIST Programme may take part, without the right of 
vote, in all meetings of the Steeirlng Coirmlttee and of its ad hoc 
committees. 

4. Representatives of the International Council of Scientific Unions may- 
take part, without the right to vote, in all meetings of the Steering 
Committee and its ad hoc committees. 

5. The Steering Committee shall determine the conditions under which 
other international governmental or non- governmental organizations 
shall be Invited to attend its meetings without the right to vote. 

ARTICLE 8 

1. Ihe Secretariat of the Steering Committee shall be provided by the 
Director- General of Unesco,^who shall place at the Steering Commit- 
tee's disposal the staff and other means required for its operation. 

2. Tiie Secretairlat shall provide the necessary services for the session 
of the Steering Committee and meetings of its Bureau and ad hoc 
committees . 

5. The Secretariat shall take any day-to-day measures required in order 
to co-ordinate the execution of the UNISIST Programme; it shall fix 
the date of the Steering Committee's sessions in accordance with the 
Bureau's instructions, and shall take all steps required to convene 
such sessions. 

^. The Secretariat shall assemble all suggestions and comments made by 

Member States of Unesco aiid the international organizations concerned, 
with regard to the UNISIST Programme as a whole and the formulation 
of specific projects, and shall prepare them for examination by the 
Steering Committee. 
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ARTICLE 9 

1. Member States shall bear the expense of participation of their repre- 
sentatives in sessions of the Steeling Committee and subsidiary or- 
gans. The running expenses of the Steering Corrmittee and its subsi- 
diary organs shall be financed from funds appropriated for this purpose 
by the General Conference of the United Nations Educational, Scienti- 
fic and Cultural Organization. 

2. Voluntaxy contributions may be accepted and established as trust fijinds 
in accoi*dance with the Financial Regulations of the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Ctiltural Organization and administered by 
the Direct03>-Generel of that Organization. Ihe Steering Committee 
shall make recommendations to the Director-General on the allocation 
of such contributions for international projects under the Prograrmie.

Statutes of the Board for the International 
Geological Correlation Programme

2.2 Members appointed to the Board shall be persons actively en/^agod 

in scientific research related to the objectives of the lOCP, taking 
into account an equitable geographical distribution. They shall 
serve in a private capacity. 

2.5 Appointed members of the Board shal]. be appointed for a term of two 

years. Taking into account both the need for continuity and the need 
for rotation of membership, appointed members shall be eligible for i-o- 
appointment for further terms of two years but shall not sorvo continu- 
ously for more than six years. 

2.4 In case of death or resignation of an appointed member, he may be 
replaced for the remainder of his term in accordance with the pro- 
cedure defined in paragraphs 2.1 and 2,2 above. 

2.5 Kach appointed member sha] ] have one vote. 

2.6 The Director-General of Unesco and the oecretary-Gonerel of the 
lUnS or their representatives shall be ex officio membox'S of tho 
Board without the right to vote* 



Article 3 

5.1 The Board shall meet at least once a year at the invitation of 
Unesco and the lUGS. 

3.2 Observers of interested international scientific organizations 
may be invited to attend sessions of the Board in accordance with 
the regulations and rules in force in Unesco and in the lUGS. 

3.3 Representatives of the Scientific Committees referred to in Article 
6 below may also attend sessiongof the Board in accordance v;ith 
arrangements to be made by Unesco and the lUOo. 

3.4 Member Gtates of Unesco and adhering bodies of the IUG3 may send 
observers to sessions of the Board* 
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3.5 Representatives of the United Nations and organizations of the 

United Nations system may attend the sessionyfe of the Board. Other 
Intergovernniental organizations may be invited by Unesco and the 
lUCiS to send observers to meetings of the Board.
